FIRST RESPONSE | 


Emergency response situations are much like surgery, but with a reduced toolset. 
However, the pressure ts much greater, with multiple severely-injured patients to 
save simultaneously, 


To apply tape, hold the A Button and move the pointer, then release the A Button. There are two methods of chest compression found in the First Response missions. In the first, 
hold your Wii Remote vertically, then swing it down in time with the on-screen prompt. In the 
second, hold the Wii Remote vertically, hold the A Button, and then swing the Wii Remote 
downwards to deliver a powerful blow that may restart the patient’s heart. The on-screen prompts 
will show you the motions necessary to carry out these moves. 


Other Tools | 


There are other tools that may need to 
be used in certain situations. These tools 
will be made available for your use when 
appropriate. To select these tools, point 
at the tool icon and press the A Button. 


When playing cooperatively, the patients must be distributed between the two players before the 
operation. To assign a patient, point at a triage tag and press the A Button. The number 1 or 2 


shown on the tag indicates which player the patient is assigned to. 
Gauze 


\%) Use gauze to absorb blood from hemorrhaging areas. To pick up and use the 


gauze, point at the pad on the screen and press the A Button, then point at the Conrenence SENET 
area to absorb and hold the A button. Each piece of gauze can only absorb a 
limited amount of blood; to switch to a new piece, point at the tool icon again 
and press the A Button. 
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We) To apply bandages around a splint or other area, point at the circular application 


mark and hold the A Button, then swing the Wii Remote as if drawing a circle on 
the screen. The faster you circle, the faster the bandage will be applied.
